T he purp o se of thus probe, it w as sta te d , is to d eterm in e if possible, 
w h eth er a n y of the candidates for sta te offices, or th e ir sup p o rters, 
violated th e Buckeye sta te’s corrupt practices act during th e p re -p ri­ 
m ary cam p aig n w hich ended A ugust 14 
C om plying w ith a request from T u rn er, th e secretary of s ta te ’s 
office to d ay tu rn ed over to th e a tto rn ey -g en e ral th e n u m ero u s ex 
pense accounts. 
It w as understood th a t th e atto rn e y -g e n e ra l’s probe w as prom pted 
by co m p lain ts subm itted to him by Various persons w ho d eclared 
th a t a n u m b er of expense accounts, seem ingly, bore th e e a rm a rk s of 
law violation 
A m ong o th e r things, it was expected th a t T u rn e r’s in v estig atio n 
would seek to ascertain w hether certa in contributors d o n a te d sum s of 
m oney in excess of the m axim um am ount fixed by law fictitiously 
cred itin g o th e r persons w ith having m ade contributions. 
F o r exam ple, it was pointed out. one contributor, in re a lity m ay 
have given $5,000 while the expense account m ight show he d o n ated 
only $ 1,000 an d th a t four o th er persons gave $1,000 each. 
C laim w as m ade today th a t a n um ber of expense acco u n ts c o n tain 
nam es of persons credited w ith co n trib u tin g large a m o u n ts of m oney, 
w hen, as a m ath r of fact, th ey are unable fin an cially to m ake 
such d o n atio n s.
